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EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (NO. 38) ORDER, 1941 





Under the above named Board of Trade Order signed on 4th November, 1941, export control is extended 
to cover certain malt extract preparations, a wide range of metal '’manufactures and synthetic resins, etc. 


The full details of this order (S.R. & 0. 1941 No.1713, price 1d) are as follows:=- 


Licences will, in future, be required to export the following classes of goods to all destina~ 
tions; = 


Preparations (other than medical preparations) made wholly or partly of malt extract, 

Cellulose acetate moulding powders, 

Glazed tiles, 

Synthetic resins of the formaldehyde condensation type; moulding powders and granules 
(with or without the addition of mineral or organic fillers) and sheets, strips, rods or 
tubes, whether laminated or not, manufactured from such resins, 

Steel shot, grit and sand, 

Steel rules and measuring tapes, 

Animal (including vermin) traps, wholly or mainly of metal, 

Bells, bell domes and bell gongs. 

Metal ladders. 

Stationery, whally or mainly of metal, 

Cash registers, 

Duplicating machines, 

Welding electrodes, 

Metal wheelbarrows, 

Parts and accessories, wholly or mainly of metal, of perambulators 
mail carts, invalid carriages, rail locomotives and rail vehicles. 

Points, switches and crossing, chairs, tie bars, and rail brakes, 

Wheels, tyres, hubs, axles and brakes, wholly or mainly of metal of the kind used on 
animal drawn vehicles and hand trucks, 

Lightning conductors, 


The existing control in respect of rubber tyres, pneumatic and solid, and rubber inner tubes is 
extended and licences will in future, be required to export pneumatic rubber tyres (and inner tubes for 
we therewith), and solid rubber tyres, of an overall diameter exceeding 18 inches, to all destinations, 
(ther descriptions of pneumatic rubber tyres and inner tubes are controlled to certain specified 
destinations only. 


The existing licensing requirements with respect to flax and ramic yarns and twine, seaming and 
foping manufactured wholly or partly of flax are superseded by the provision that licences wild, in future, 
be required to export cordage, twine, yarns and thread wholly or partly of flax or ramie, under 1/4" in 
diameter, 


The control relating to certain specified parts (engine and chassis, etc.) of mechanically~ 
propelled road vehicles has been extended to cover all parts and accessories, wholly or mainly of metal, 
of such vehicles, 


Certain specified items (buffers, springs, wheels, etc,) of rolling stock, previously included as 
failway and tramway material, will now be covered by the comprehensive prohibition in respect of parts 
and accessories, wholly or mainly of metal, of rail locomotives and rail vehicles, 


Sulphuric acid (including oleum), the exportation of which was previously prohibited to all destina- 
tions will, in future, require licences for certain specified destinations only.

To save space the usual introductory paragraphs explain- 
ing the method of compiling these statistics * have been 
omitted. 

The points to note in this connection are that corrections 
for differences in the number of selling days were necessary 
on the majority of the schedules for September, the calendar 
month containing one more selling day in 1941 than in 
1940; and that the statistics tend to be too favourable as a 
measure of total trade where firms have ceased to make 
returns after suffering from enemy action. The com- 
parisons shown relate to the trade of firms making returns 
for both years. 

The sample has now been materially strengthened by the 
addition of the Multiple Shops Federation to the group of 
trade associations ¢ issuing schedules to their members. 
Certain multiple concerns belonging to this Federation 
already received schedules through other channels, e.g., 
the Shoe Distributors’ Association, but the collaboration 
of the Federation will secure fuller representation of this 
type of retail shop in the sample of trade reported to the 
Bank of England and summarised in this article. Initially, 
however, their inclusion may somewhat upset comparisons 
with earlier months if their experience has been different 
from that of other reporting shops. 


SALES 

In considering retail trade for September 1941 the 
peculiarities of the corresponding period in all three previous 
years must be kept in mind. In 1938 demand for apparel 
and for household and furnishing goods was slack in all 
parts of the country, while in Central and West End 
London food was purchased in unusual quantities. In 
1939 lighting restrictions led to heavy demands for curtain 
materials, the shift of population made additional blankets, 
clothing and footwear necessary and the public tended to 
lay in emergency stocks of food. Sales were also stimulated 
by the expectation of rising prices. Last year September 
was once more influenced by unusual factors, enemy action 
hampering shopping in London and some other big towns, 
while increasing demand in nearby but less affected 
localities. The imminence of the Purchase Tax (operative 
from 21 October) undoubtedly caused clothing and foot- 
wear to be bought to a greater extent than usual at this 
time of the year. As a result of these disturbing factors 
any striking feature in the table of comparisons between 
sales in September 1941 and those a year earlier are more 
likely to reflect last year’s abnormal conditions than any 
new development this year; the table of index numbers, 
which permits comparisons between September and earlier 
months of this year, is a better guide to current trends and 
is therefore dealt with first. 
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INDEX NuMBERs } 
Average Daily Sales in 1937 = 100 
Normally sales turn sharply upward in September from 
the half-yearly low level of August. Seasonal movements, 
however, are largely cancelled by other influences at 
present. There was neither the usual marked decline 
between July and August nor the usual advance from

RETAIL TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 


EARLIER MONTHS 


August to September, total sales rising only by a single 
point (to 99). Compared with the average of January- 
August this represents a decline of about 5 per cent., 
despite rising prices, whereas normally there is little change. 
On the whole, therefore, the volume of sales must be con- 
sidered rather low judged by recent standards. Somewhat 
surprisingly this is mainly due to reduced sales of food and 
perishables, the September index of 99 being about 7 per 
cent. lower than the August figure and about 10 per cent. 
lower than the average for January to August; ,this 
apparent fall may be a statistical illusion due to the 
inclusion of reports from new shops. Allocated sales fell 
in all districts except Scotland. Other merchandise 
(which is, of course, much more subject to seasonal factors) 
rose by about 12 per cent. to 101 and every district 
shared in the advance. This is less than the average rise 
from August to September in the period 1932-38 (about 
18} per cent.), but in view of the changed distribution of 
sales between the summer months a more significant com- 
parison is that between September and the average of June 
to August. This shows a rise of about 6 per cent. for 1941, 
whereas normally there is a fall of a rather smaller amount. 
By this test, then, sales of non-food merchandise were 
rather high in September, judged by the standard of the 
other months affected by clothes rationing. The apparel 
index moved from 85 in August to 105 in September, 
advancing in all districts. The increase exceeded 25 per 
cent. in London, Scotland and the Midlands and South 
Wales. Household goods, however, declined from 91 to 88, 
decreases being recorded for the North-West, Suburban 
London and the South of England, while the only rise of any 
magnitude (from 69 to 77) was in Central and West End 
London. Though the approach of winter and of shorter 
shopping hours have stimulated apparel sales, the effect of 
rationing was again apparent in September. In the 
following table the information shown last month concerning 
sales of apparel is brought up to date :-

The September index is the same (by value) as the average 
for January to May, probably indicating a fail in the 
volume of sales approaching 10 per cent, ‘This implies 
a smaller reduction from what might have been expected 
on the basis of normal movements than the 20 per cent. 
or so shown for June to August, but too much significance 
should not be attached to this comparison in view of the 
inevitable disturbance of the seasonal movement. Such 
information as is available about the amount spent per 
coupon suggests that September purchases were for articles 
demanding a greater average outlay than those made in 
June-August, so that the reduction in the number of 
garments bought has probably been greater than is sug- 
gested by these “ volume” calculations (in which a shift 
to better quality garments is shown as an increase). 

COMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus Ear.ier 

September.—The average value of daily sales reported in 
September was 4:2 per cent. lower than a year earlier, 
implying, of course, a much more substantial decrease in 
volume. The only district in which the value of sales rose 
was Central and West End London, and here the explana-

tion is simply the low level of sales last year ; the increase 
of 44-9 per cent., large as it appears, was insufficient to 
bring sales to more than roughly 82 per cent. by value of 
the average pre-war (1932-38) September figure. Else- 
where decreases ranged from 2-2 per cent. in Suburban 
London to 8-2 per cent. in Scotland and sales not allocated 
to any district were lower by 11-5 per cent. 

Daily sales of food and perishables, which accounted for 
roughly 56 per cent. of the total value reported, were 
fractionally lower than a year earlier, the fall amounting 
to only 0-8 per cent. The unprecedented rise of 65-6 per 
cent. in Central and West End London mainly reflected the 
heavy decline (30-2 per cent.) in September 1940 when 
circumstances hampered business in cafés operated by 
London department stores. In other districts increases or 
decreases of 5 per cent. or less were recorded, but as food 
sales not allocated to any district declined by 8-7 per cent. 
these must be taken as giving somewhat too favourable an 
impression. 

Sales of other merchandise showed a larger drop (8-2 per 
cent.) than those of food and perishables. The decreases in 
the provincial districts were substantial, the least being 
7-7 per cent. in the South of England and the greatest 
18-1 per cent. in Scotland, but the two London districts 
both showed rises, that for the Central and West End being 
as much as 38-8 per cent. These contrasts are essentially 
all due to conditions last year, when sales in London and 
the South were restricted by enemy action and those in the 
other provincial districts were stimulated by the imminence 
of the Purchase Tax. The different kinds of merchandise 
varied widely in their comparisons with a year earlier, but 
again the explanation is mainly the varying extent to

which sales were stimulated last year. Apparel categories 
all declined, men’s and boys’ wear most noticeably (24-2 per 
cent.) ; the fall in the latter was shared by all districts 
except Central and West End London. The rise of 9-0 per 
cent. for piece-goods was due to an increase of 33-9 per 
cent. for household materials, sales being higher in al] 
districts except Scotland and the Midlands. Dress goods 
fell by 10 per cent. owing to heavy declines in all the 
provincial districts which more than offset rises in London, 
The advance in household piece-goods was accompanied by 
a rise of 5 per cent. in furnishing departments, but this 
break in a long series of declines was confined to London 
and the South, where sales last year were understandably 
low. The increase in fancy departments (7-7 per cent.) 
followed a decline of 5-2 per cent. last year. 
February-September.—Sales for the first eight months of 
the trading year were lower in 1941 than in 1940 by 2:8 per 
cent. and decreases were recorded for all areas except 
Scotland and the South of England. Sales of food and 
perishables fell by 1-9 per cent. for the country as a whole, 
but sales allocated to districts rose everywhere except in 
Suburban London. The fall in unallocated sales (a large 
proportion of which are rationed and/or controlled in price) 
was appreciable. Other merchandise declined by 4-0 per 
cent. and in this division the only district to show an 
increase was Scotland where the rise was fractional. Piece- 
goods, boots and shoes, fancy departments and miscel- 
laneous and unallocated goods ‘were all somewhat higher 
than in the same period of 1940, fancy goods showing the 
largest increase (8-3 per cent.) ; the heaviest falls (14-7 per 
cent. and 12-2 per cent. respectively) were recorded for 
furnishing departments and men’s and boys’ wear.

THE LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES (CLOTH 
AND APPAREL) ORDER * 
ESSENTIAL CLOTHING 

The Board of Trade’s short term policy for assuring adequate 
supplies of “ Essential” clothing has now been superseded by 
the “ Utility” scheme. The interim arrangement whereby 
certain cloths and garments could be supplied either quota free 
or in some cases both quota and coupon free terminated on 
31 October 1941. 

Owing to delay in the delivery of cotton yarn allocated for 
the production of “‘ Essential” clothing, however, some hosiery 
manufacturers will have been unable to complete their deliveries 
of this clothing by 31 October. The Board of Trade have, 
therefore, agreed that for a short time after that date hosiery 
manufacturers may continue to supply “ Essential” clothing 
outside quota, provided that it is produced from the cotton yarn 
specifically allocated to them for that purpose. 

Manufacturers who avail themselves of this concession must 
be prepared in due course to show the extent to which they were 
entitled to do so, must keep a separate record of the “‘ Essential ”’ 
clothing supplied by them after 31 October and must obtain 
special authority from the Board of Trade, 71 London Road, 
Leicester, if they wish to continue the deliveries after 15 Novem- 
ber 1941. 


ESSENTIAL HOSIERY AND KNITWEAR 


After consultation with the Hosiery Rationing Committee the 
Board of Trade have agreed that the extension of time announced 
last week for the quota free supply of “ Essential’ knitwear 
produced by Hosiery Manufacturers from cotton yarn shall apply

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also to the ‘“‘ Essential’ knitwear produced by them from any 
other yarns allocated for that purpose. : 

The extension is only applicable to “ Essential” Hosiery and 
Knitwear produced from yarns specifically issued for that 
production, and manufacturers who avail themselves of this 
concession must be prepared in due course to show the extent to 
which they were entitled to do so, and must keep a separate 
record of the “ Essential”? knitwear supplied by them after 3] 
October. If they wish to continue the deliveries after 15 
November 1941, they must obtain special authority from the 
Board of Trade, 71 London Road, Leicester. 

The list of “ Essential” clothing and “‘ Essential’ knitwear 
is set out in the Schedule to the General Licence, dated 9 Sep. 
tember 1941 (S. R. & O. No. 1362, price 5d.). This list is not the 
same as that of the “ Utility ” clothing and “ Utility ” knitwear 
which may be supplied under the special quota. 


WOMEN’S AND MAIDS’ OUTER CLOTHING 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central 
Price Regulation Committee, have made the Utility 
Apparel (Maximum Prices) (No. 5) Order, 1941, referred to 
in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 1 November 1941 
(page 265). This Order also fixes maximum margins and 
prices for certain kinds of women’s and maids’ dresses and 
blouses of general utility. These garments must be made 
of utility cloths defined in the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth 
and Apparel) Orders (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 30 August 1941, page 117, and 20 September 1941, 
page 165). 

The maximum prices which may be charged for these 
garments are ascertained as follows :— 

(a) for the maker-up by adding 7 per cent. to his costs of 
production and sale as defined in the Third Schedule 
to the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices) Order, 1941 
(see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 13 September, 
1941, page 149, and 11] October, 1941, page 220). 

(6) for the wholesaler by adding 20 per cent. to the price at 
which he buys from the maker-up. 

(c) for the retailer by adding 334 per cent. to the price 
(including Purchase Tax) at which he buys from the 
wholesaler or maker-up, 

provided that the price so ascertained may not exceed the 
overriding maximum (shown in the Second Schedule to the 
new Order) for makers-up and wholesalers and for retailers 
respectively. 

These garments are only now beginning to be made and 
are unlikely to be on sale in any quantity to the public for 
some time. It is necessary to announce the prices now in 
order that manufacturers may be able to make their plans 
and to put the goods into production, but this does not 
mean that clothes at these prices are yet available. 


EXTENSION OF LIST OF KNITTED APPAREL ON 
SPECIAL QUOTA 

The Schedules of hosiery and knitwear which may be 
supplied under special quota are about to be extended. 
The additional items will include infants’ and children’s 
hose and knitted outerwear, women’s ankle socks, under- 
wear, jumpers and cardigans, and men’s underwear and 
pullovers, in wool, cotton and mixtures including rayon. 
Details will be available in the course of the next few days, 
and manufacturers are particularly asked not to write to 
the Board of Trade for further information in the meantime. 

The Order, which will be made to give effect to this 
extension of the Utility Schedules, will also contain a 
number of other provisions, mainly in the form of a widening 
of the existing specifications so as to permit the use of a 
greater variety of yarns. 

One of the most important of these provisions will be 
that the term ‘‘ Cotton Yarn ”’ is to be treated as including 
‘Cotton and rayon staple blended yarn.”’ Another will 
be that, except in the undermentioned cases, the minimum 
finished weights will be subject to a tolerance of 2 ounces 
per dozen. The exceptions in the existing schedules will 
be Nos. 521-524, 541, 543, 544, 562-565, 650-661, for which 
no tolerance will be allowed, and O.S. garments in Nos. 
505-514, 528-533, 538, 539, for which a tolerance will be 
permitted of 4 ozs. per dozen.

NURSES’ UNIFORMS 


The Board of Trade have agreed to give special facilities 
to nurses and midwives for getting their essential uniform 
needs without having to find the full number of coupons 
out of their ration of 66. The concession is being 
administered through various bodies appointed by the 
Board, and enquiries should be addressed to these bodies 
(and not to the Board) as follows :— 


The employing hospital—for Hospital Nurses ; 

The employing authority—for Nurses employed by Local 
Authorities ; 

Royal College of Nursing—for Private, Industrial and° 
Nursing Home Nurses ; 

Queen’s Institute of District Nursing—for all District Nurses ; 

Midwives Institute—for Independent Midwives and 
Maternity Nurses ; 

National Council for Maternity and Child Welfare—for 
Nursing Staff of Nursery Organisations ; 

British Hospitals Association—for enquiries about the 
scheme from the authorities of Voluntary Hospitals and 
Convalescent Homes. 


VOLUNTARY ORGANISATIONS’ UNIFORMS 
LONG TERM RATIONING ARRANGEMENTS 

The Board of Trade have now made long term arrangements 
with all voluntary organisations whose members wear uniform, 
namely, the Red Cross, Order of St. John, W.V.S., etc. These 
arrangements supersede the provisional measures by which 
members of some of these organisations were allowed to sign 
traders’ bills instead of presenting coupons. From 1 November 
1941 the obtaining of rationed goods by signing of bills will be 
illegal, except for the following :— 


The Navy. W.R.N.S. 
The Army (excluding Home — A.T.S. 
Guard). W.A.A.F, 


Dominion and Allied Forces. 
Navy, Army and Air Force. 
Nursing Services. 


The Air Force. 
Officers of the Air Training 
Corps. 

Royal Observer Corps. 

The full arrangements for these were announced in the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 11 October 1941 (page 221). 

Certain members of voluntary organisations are recognised 
by the Board of Trade as wearers of essential uniform. These 
members will present to retailers either a coupon equivalent 
permit or a promissory letter. The permit will be signed by an 
organisation included in the 5th Schedule of the Consumer 
Rationing Order (or in a general licence issued under that Order) 
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and will state the coupon value of uniform articles which may be 
purchased. These permits may be used by the trader in the same 
way as coupons. The promissory letter will be a letter from an 
organisation requesting the trader to send a pro-forma invoice 
for articles of uniform ordered by the customer to the head- 
quarters of the organisation concerned. Coupons will be sent to 
the trader to cover the order. The trader may not deliver goods 
so ordered until he has received the full coupons for them from 
the organisation. Members of organisations not presenting 
coupon equivalent permits or promissory letters must surrender 
the full number of coupons for any article they may buy. 

The procedure (described in Section 12 of the Explanatory 
Notes for Traders recently issued by the Board, price 9d.) by 
which organisations in the 5th Schedule of the Consumer 
Rationing Order (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 5 June 
1941, page 365) may obtain rationed articles are not affected by 
this notice, which refers only to bill-signing by individual 
members. 


EXTRA CLOTHING COUPONS FOR 
OLDER CHILDREN 


It was announced on 28 August that a special issue of extra 
clothing coupons would be given to certain groups of older 
children who have grown beyond the stage at which they can 
benefit from the lower coupon rates on smaller children’s gar- 
ments, but who are still growing fast and wearing their clothes 
hard. Arrangements have now been made for these special 
rations to be issued. : 

The administration of this extra ration involves the measuring 
or verification of the date of birth of two to three million 
children—some at school, others in jobs, others in no particular 
category. 

All children born on or after 14 July 1925 and before 1 Septem- 
ber 1927 get 40 extra coupons. 

All children born on or after 1 January 1925 and before 
14 July 1925 get 20 extra coupons. 

If at*school these children will get coupons from the school 
authorities. They must produce their Clothing Card at the 
school on the day notified by the school authorities. 

If not at school, they will get their ration as follows :— 

(i) If they have Unemployment Books, their application 
must be made on a white form G.C.1, obtainable from 
any Money Order Post Office. This must be completed 
and taken with the child’s ordinary Clothing Card 
and Unemployment Book to a main Post Office not 
later than 10 December. Children should ask their 
employers for their Unemployment Book, or, if 
unemployed, collect it from the Employment Exchange 
or Juvenile Employment Bureau. 

(ii) If they do not possess an Unemployment Book, their 
application must be made on a pink form G.C.2, 
obtainable from any Money Order Post Office. This 
must be witnessed by a Justice of the Peace, Clergy- 
man, Schoolmaster or Mistress, to whom the child or 
parent is personally known and to whom the child’s 
Identity Card must be produced. The form, completed 
and witnessed, must be taken to a main Post Office 
with the child’s ordinary Clothing Card and Identity 
Card not later than 10 December. 

Forty extra coupons will also be issued to children who were 
born on or after 1 September 1927, and who are now 5 feet 
3 inches or more in height, or 7 st. 12 lbs. or more in weight. 
These heights and weights are to be measured without boots or 
shoes, jackets, waistcoats, etc., and 2} lbs. will be deducted to 
allow for the weight of other clothing. 

If at school these children will get their extra coupons from 
the school authorities in the same way as those mentioned in 
paragraphs 2 and 3. For those not at school, the parent or 
guardian should write for an application form to the Board of 
Trade, Pine Court, Bournemouth, Hampshire, before 15 Novem- 
ber. The reason why the child is not at school must be stated in 
the letter. 

All unused “‘ margarine” clothing coupons must have been 
used up, and the old (third edition) Food Ration Book exchanged 
for a Clothing Card before the extra ration can be claimed. 

The coupons which the children receive are their extra issue 
for the whole ration year up to 31 May 1942. Another issue will 
be made in the next ration year. 

Employers are requested to release their Unemployment 
Books to those of their employees who need them to get their 
extra coupons. 

Those heads of private schools who may not have received full 
instructions for obtaining the extra coupons for those of their 
children who are eligible for them are requested to ask the Loeal 
Authority for Elementary’. Education for particulars. In 
Northern Ireland they should write to the Secretary, Ministry 
of Education, Portrush, Co. Antrim.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 
The general level of business activity, after rising steadily 
for about a year and a half, is showing signs of comparative 
stability. ‘To some extent, the halt in the upward movement 
appears to be due to the fact that operations in certain industries 
have virtually reached the limits of existing capacity. But more 
positive restraining factors also are at work. Direct restrictions 
have been placed on the output of some industries ; the effects 
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Trade and Industry—Continued. 


of priorities and shipping shortages are being felt with increasing 
severity, and the regulation of instalment credit seems already 
to have had a perceptible influence on certain branches of trade. 
In a word, the defence programme has apparently reached a 
stage where its stimulating effects on some divisions of business 
are, for the time being at least, approximately offset by its 
interference with others. : 

With few exceptions, recent marked increases in activity 
have been confined to industries occupying a strategic position 
in the rearmament effort. Operations in the machinery, aircraft, 
shipbuilding and railroad equipment industries, for example, 
have continued to advance sharply. 

Production in the steel and non-ferrous metal industries 
continues at or near capacity, despite increasing difficulties. 
Aside from the now apparently chronic shortages of pig iron 
and scrap metal, labour disturbances have been experienced at 
strategic points, but notwithstanding such obstacles the industry 
is maintaining its operations at a high level. A recent study by 
the American Iron and Steel Institute indicates that steel 
requirements this year for defence, domestic civilian use and 
export will total about 80 million tons, representing approxi- 
mately 95 per cent. of the industry’s capacity at the beginning 
of the year and nearly 93 per cent. of the rated capacity at the 
end of June. 


TRENDS IN STRATEGIC INDUSTRIES 


Estimates of the prospective supply and demand for copper 
indicate that, under the most favourable assumptions, the 
amount available in coming months will be nearly sufficient to 
meet all needs. The figures, however, are admittedly unreliable ; 
and recent experience has led officials to believe that the calcula- 
tions err widely on the optimistic side. It is estimated that next 
year the ammunition industry alone will consume nearly one- 
third of the combined output of the United States and Latin 
America. Vigorous measures to overcome or minimise the 
probable shortage are therefore deemed necessary. In addition 
to the elimination of some civilian uses, such measures may 
include larger output of “ high cost ” copper in the United States, 
increased production in the Belgian Congo and Northern 
Rhodesia, and more extensive use of scrap and waste metal by 
domestic producers. 

The construction industry also is among those in which 
activity is being greatly stimulated by defence requirements. 
Contracts awarded in 37 States in August, according to I’. W. 
Dodge Corporation, reached the highest total on record, exceeding 
the figure for August of last year by 84 per cent. and the previous 
record, in May 1928, by 14 per cent. More than half of the total 
value is classified as representing defence construction. All 
major classes of contracts were larger than a year ago, with the 
most important gain in non-residential building contracts, 
which were at the highest level ever recorded and were equal to 
nearly two and one-half times last year’s comparable figure. 

Defence requirements have been instrumental in bringing 
about very high levels of activity in the textile industry, with 
the conspicuous exception of the silk division, where it has been 
found necessary to take drastic measures to conserve the raw 
material because of its military importance and the uncertainties 
surrounding future supplies. Rubber consumption has also 
decreased because of Government restrictions and_ possibly 
because of the seasonal decline in sales of tyres to automobile 


manufacturers. Business in other types of rubber goods con- 


_ tinued at very high levels, but slackening in the rate of forward 


buying was noted in some quarters as a result of the Govern- 
ment’s announcement that the raw material would be made 
available to manufacturers at a fixed price. 

Numerous non-defence industries and trades are feeling in 
varying degrees the effects of priorities, credit restrictions and 
other difficulties incident to the defence programme. Production 
of furniture has increased less than seasonally, suggesting that 
the actual or prospective volume of sales may have been affected 
by the recently adopted regulations covering instalment credit. 
The same factor, along with priorities and raw material shortages, 
is mentioned in trade reports as an explanation of the slower rise 
in retail business as a whole that has been noted. 


REGULATION OF INSTALMENT CREDIT 


Restrictions on instalment credit, representing one of the 
principal governmental interventions, in the business field 
necessitated thus far by the defence programme, went into effect 
at the beginning of September. Comment in some quarters 
indicates that the regulations are less stringent than were 
generally expected. They have two broad purposes, according 
to Government officials. One is to act as a brake on price 
advances by limiting the aggregate volume of consumer demand. 
The other is to discourage consumer competition with the 
defence effort for fully employed productive resources aid scarce

materials. Incidentally, the restrictions are expected to be of 
service in cushioning the period of post-war readjustment by 
storing up purchasing power for later use and by minimising 
the costly liquidations and disruptions to normal buying that 
tend to characterise such periods. 

The severity of the regulations varies with the extent to which 
the products covered compete with defence requirements. 
Automobiles, aircraft and powerboats, the manufacture of 
which requires the use of many materials, plants and men 
needed for defence production, are subject to a 334 per cent. 
down payment, while new household furniture and some types 
of equipment, which represent less direct competition with 
defence, require only a 10 per cent. minimum cash payment. 
All the commodities covered by the regulations are subject to a 
maximum payment period of eighteen months.—The “‘ Guaranty 
Survey” (Guaranty Trust Company of New York).

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS PART I 


The Board of Trade have received copies of Notifications 
Nos.  56-I.T.C./41, 59-1.T.C./41 and 60-I.T.C./41, dated 
23 August, 1941. These contain a consolidated schedule of 
goods the import of which into British India is prohibited, except 
under special licence or Open General Licences Nos. I to VIL. 

The consolidated schedule excludes the list of certain iron and 
steel goods and materials which are subject to import restrictions 
—see the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 18 October 1941 (page 241). 

Goods of United Kingdom origin are exempt from the licensing 
requirement under Open General Licence No. LI. 

Notification No. 56-I.T.C./41 and Part A of the schedule 
attached to it are given below: Part B and the two remaining 
Notifications will be published in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 15 November. 


No... 56-1.T.C./41.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-rule (3) of rule 84 of the Defence of India Rules, and in 
supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the 
Department of Commerce,* No. 1-I.T.C./40, dated 20 May 
1940, the Central Government is pleased to prohibit the bringing 
into British India by sea, land or air from any place outside 
India of any goods of the description specified in the Schedule 
hereto annexed, except the following, namely :— 


(i) any goods imported by the Central Government for defence 
purposes ; 

(ii) any goods imported for transhipment to, or in bond for re- 
export to, any country outside India ; 

(iii) any goods imported as passenger’s baggage or by post for 
bona fide private use and not for sale ; 

(iv) any goods covered by an Open General Licence issued by 
the Central Government ; 

(v) any goods of the descriptions specified in Part A of the 
Schedule and covered by a special licence issued by the 
Import Trade Controller appointed in this behalf by the 
Central Government ; . 

(vi) any goods of the descriptions specified in Part B of the 
Schedule and covered by a special licence issued by the 
Chief Controller of Imports appointed, or by any other 
ofticer authorised, in this behalf by the Central Govern- 
ment ; 

(vii) goods of any description specified in columns 2 and 3 of the 
Schedule which have been despatched on through 
consignment to India before the date entered against 
that description in column 4 of the Schedule : 


Provided that nothing in these exceptions shall prejudice the 
application to any goods of any other prohibition or regulation 
affecting the import of goods that may be in force at the time 
when such goods are imported.

According to recent telegraphic information, the Stabilisation 
Board of China will, subject to the Limitations indicated below, 
provide exchange cover (including freight and insurance) against 
approved applications for goods imported into Shanghai and 
Free China. No exchange is provided for imports to occupied 
ports. List A goods are admitted on a quota basis, and the 
quantity of List B goods approved is at the discretion of the Board. 

No cover will be provided for articles on the prohibited List 
(reproduced below) which do not appear on Lists A or B, without 
prior approval of the Chinese Government. The Stabilisation 
Board also provide limited exchange for small quantities of 
goods not on Lists A or B and not on the prohibited List. 

The following lists are published for the guidance of exporters 
but may be subject to change. In view of this and of the fact that 
no precise quotas are laid down for goods on List B, but that special 
application for exchange has to be made in respect of each trans- 
action, exporters are strongly advised to make certain in their own 
interest that exchange will in fact be available for any consignment 
before this is shipped.
